— A statistical ac- 
count of the work accomplislied by the Kentucky 
Bree<ling Bureau will form a part of the first bi- 
ennial report of the State Racing Commission, 
which is to be presented to the legislature at 
Frankfort next month. “I do not know specifically 
what Secretary Rouse, of the State Racing Com- 
mission has said with reference to the work of the 
bureau in the reiwrt he has prepareel,” said Sec- 
retary Jouett SlKHise of tlie Kentucky Breeding 
Buri’an to Dally Racing Form tmbiy, “but I fur- 
nished him wltli a list of the twenty-seven stallions 
we have placed, the names of tlie men wlio have 
them in charge and such rejiorts from those men 
as have iK-en made to me. lie wrote each one a 
letter and received in reply most encouraging re- 
ports and in addition there are letters from farm- 
€-rs in various localities who have taken advantage 
of the oiJliortunity to brt'eil mares to the stallions 
and these, I can assure you, go to make np an 
excellent testimonial for the good that has lieen 
accomplished and to be accomplished through the 
continuation of the work.’’ 

The Kentnck.y Breeding Bureau was organized 
in December 1906 and was created by the American

ST. FRUSQUIN’S SUCCESS AS A SIRE. 



St. Frusipiin has been a notably successful Eng- 
lish sire and at the end of the racing season of 
1907, the eighth at which his children has appeared, 
they had won $605..‘$S0. This total is the aggre- 
gate of 216 prizes won in the course of the eight 
reasons since 1900. St. Frusquin was a notable race 
horse himsVlf when at his best, but rather unfor- 
tunate ns to legs and the contention he was forced 
to face. He won tlie Two Thousand Guineas of 
1S96, but Persimmon bent him for the Derby and 
he failed to stand the preparation lor the St. Leger, 
wlilch Persimmon also won. 

Still he was a great horse for Mr. Leopold de 
Rothschild. The brown son of >St. Simon and Isabel 
is now fourteen years old and Lesbia, the sister 
to Flair, and Rbodora, Mr. Oroker’s fine filly out 
of Rhoda B., were the best of his produce to race 
In 1907. 

Before them came a notable list of English per- 
formers which includes; Fortunatus, Andrea Fer- 
rara. Ruskin, I^ovelike, Flotsam, Quintessence, St.

Association, a body formed 
in 1898 for the purpose of eliminating from the 
thoroughbred ranks all broodmares which, on ac- 
count. of faulty individuality or blood lines, were 
not deemed worthy of perpetuatiMi. This associa- 
tion banished some 1,200 mares. They were bought 
at the annual sales and sold into states of ^he 
south and west without pedigree. 



where many of 
them were bred to horses of various types and the 
resulting foals were in every Instance an improve- 
ment on tlie general purpose horse of the locality 
in which they were born. 

The association, realizing that its work in casting 
off such mares was practically at an end and Seeing 
the necessity for the improvement of the general 
purpose horses in this state through the infusiem 
of thoroughbred blood from the male lines, deter- 
mlneil to create the breeding’ bureau. Colonel E. 
F. Clay was elected diairman and Jouett Shouse 
secretary and treasurer. Associated with them in' 
the active work are Messrs. J. N. Camden, Jr., 
O. H. Cheuaulit and George H. Whitney. The State' 
Racing Commission several months ago passed a 
resolution, sanctioning the work, and now the bureau 
is operating under the auspices of the Racing Com- 
mission. 

Chairman Clay, when asked for a statement as to 
the work of the bureau for Dally Racing Fmrm, 
said: “When the bureau was oi^anized we received 
from the Breeders’ Association $680. We forthwith 
began to raise other money and through subscrifr 
tions made and the donation of stalUona we were 
enabled to .place twenty-seven horses in different 
sections of Kentucky. These horses went to outl.v- 
Ing districts, some of them to eastern, some to west- 
ern, some to northern and some to southern Ken- 
tucky. We were particularly fortunate in the class 
of horses obtained. We sent out ncme that was not

STRONGEST NEW ORLEANS STABLES. 



Lexington, Ky., December 12. — Edward Bayard 
Railey, who was turf editor of the New York 
American for the past two years, died last night 
at the home of his father, Charles L. Railey, in 
Maplehurst, near this city. Mr. Railey left New 
York after the close of the metropolitan season, 
seeking relief for what he thought was sciatica, 
but a consultation of eminent physicians here pro- 
nounced his trouble as osteo sarclnoma of the hip; 
They are of the opinion that an injury Mr. Railey 
received in a football game a number of years ago 
was the ultimate cause of his death. 



New Orleans, La., December 12. — Burlew & 
O’Neill and Jiames H. McCormick have by far the 
strongest eastern stables here. A1 Weston has a 
dozen or more, including some two-year-olds, bred 
at the Clyde establi^ment on the eastern shore, 
Chesapeake Bay, but there is nothing that sizes up 
as a real good one in his collection. He will win 
some purses later in the season. Ex-jockey George 
Odom has a fairish lot of selling platers that he 
lirought down here to dispose of as well as to 
race, as none of them is speedy enough to have 
much chance on the eastern tracks. A. C. Me- 
Cafferty has a useful stable, but J. J. McCafferty’s 
lot of ten or a dozen were picked np at bargain 
counter prices here and there in the east during the 
fall, and the former “wizard of the turf’ will no 
doubt be lucky if he eains a reasonable share qf 
the selling plate money. Albert Simons, who in 
previous years has always been a factor in winter 
racing here, brought down only three or four of 
his own. He is training a few also for other par- 
ties.. but his stable is much weaker than it has 
been in previous seasons. Dick Watkins has a use- 
ful lot. A larger number of eastern owners than in 
former years with from one to two or tliree horses 
each are here this winter and: out of this varied 
aggregation something of good class may develop 
as the season progresses.

of the thoroughbred, 
these horses have been received by the people of 
the sections to which they were sent is fully 
attested by the results. I have here reports from 
seventeen of the horses, which show that they 
served about 950 mares, an average of fifty-five ' 
to a horse. No doubt the remainder, from which I 
have no rtTwrt at this time, ylll show up in similar 
proportion, so that it would seem that some 1,400 
mares were served by the horses of the Kentucky 
Breeding Bureau during the present season. This, 
too, despite the fact that some of the horses were 
not secured in time to send out until May. The 
men with whom they were placed, however, made 
lioth spring and fall seasons, wherefore they were 
enabled to accomplish such results. 

“I have no hesitancy In saying that the work 
done by the Kentucky Breeding Burean is the most 
important work ever accomplished by the breeders 
of Kentucky. When the foals from these horses, 
bred to the common farm mares of various districts 
of the state, begin to appear next spring, they will 
be in almost every instance a vast improvement 
over the mares *from which they came. I can 
remember tlie day, as can all my contemporaries, 
when Kentucky had the finest lot of general pur- 
pose horses that ever characterized any one section. 
These horses were in practically every instance 
large part thoroughbred. Any number of stallions 
standing for public service in the comities of Cen- 
tral Kentucky were in whole or in part thorough- 
bred and gave to the general run of our stock the 
thoroughbred qualities which so improved them, so 
Increased their excellence, that we had here a type 
of horse which could not be excelled and which has 
rarely been equalled. It is the fact that we got 
away from that tyiie which has caused our general 
class of Borses to degenerate. I do not for a mo- 
ment CMitend that the average thorongtobred horse 
is the most valuable general utility horse. Often 
they make good horses for driving, for riding or for

YEARLINGS AT NEW ORLEANS. 



New Orleans, La., December 12. — Juvenile racing 
is bound to be a most interesting feature of local 
sport after the first of the year. It is estimated 
that at least fort.v per cent more yearlings are 
quartered at tlie two tracks than were ever before 
gathered here. In fact, about one-third of the 
track stalls are occupied iiy the baby r.acers. The 
liiggest western lots, and the best, are in the bams 
of E. Corrigan, P. Dunne and R. Tucker. Nearly 
all of the eastern owiM'rs brought down yearlings 
to develop and train, both for the valuable stakes 
and purses here, as well as for the early spring 
meetings of the eastern circuit. With such an 
abundance of material to draw from secretary 
McGinn will make ample provision for the young- 
sters in bis programs on and after January 1.

farm work. But the tlKiroughbred is not produced 
for this particular purpose. I do cmitend, however, 
ami history will liear me out, that thoroughbred 
Idood Is the blood pre-eminent which will benefit 
any other strain with which it Is crossed, and it 
Mill do more than can any other factor to breed up 
the class aud the type of horses of any section of 
the country. 

“The work wbicli we have done here and which 
the lireetling bureaus are doing in other states 
lias brought the utility value of the thorougblirwi 
and the vast value of his blood more promiuently 
liefore tlie people of this country than they ever 
were before. 

“.My friend, Mr. Shouse. has been invited to de- 
liver an address upon the thoroughbred horse at 
Washington liefore tlie .\mericau Breeders’ .Asso- 
ciation, of which the president is Mr. Wilson, now 
Secretary of .Agriculture. Such recognition of the 
thoroughbred horse is of the greatest service to 
thoroughbred interests aud is at tlie same time 
of tile greatest value to the people of tlie country. 
We must not allow the work which the Kentucky 
Breeding Bureau ■ lias so well liegun to stop now. 
Tliat work must lie tarried on. Our Imroau lias 
twenty or thirty upplicatious lieyoiid what it was 
aide to till last jear. Tlie iM'ople ot tlie sections 
Iroiii which tliosc applications liuvc come are as 
sincere in their desire for horses as were tliose 
whose wants we were able to siipiily. We must 
endeavor to scud out other hors«i. we must try 
if it l>e possible to place a stallion in every county 
of Kentucky where the i>eople have not now access 
to tlimiHiglitired idood and I tell yon. that from 
tills work will come to the wliole llioroiiglibred 
liidnstry the greatest |K»sildc iH-netit. 

“Tlie senliiiieiit prcuclicd by llie opixislllon that 
tile tlioroiighlircd liorse is of no value and of no 
us»- save as a gambling tmd. bad gotten to la- 
i^ipi ost urjatitUised ia the tuiiuki of the tuasses of 



the people. Lacking knowledge of the sulijpct, 
wltlumt ciHinter-argiiments to overcome it, such Im- 
llef so generally ulitaineil that the very existence 
of tile thoroughbred industry was lioing tlireatened. 
Tlirough the work of the Kentucky Breeding Bu- 
reau we have done nuiph to counteract such senti- 
ment. By the literature which we liave given tlie 
people we liavo shown the absurd falsity of many 
of the adverse claims made and l»y the foals which 
will come as a result of the liorses which we liave 
sent out, wo will prove the vast Ix-neficent value 
of thorouglihrod hloiHl.’’
